TO SAFETY IN FIRE 


Youth Tosses Them From 
Second Floor Into His 
Mother’s. Arms. 


Four small children, ranging in 
age from 3 to 6 years, were saved 
yesterday by John Sabourin, who 
dropped them from the second 
floor of their burning home at 
4353 Beck avenue into the arms 
of his mother, Mrs. William A. 
Sabourin. 

Two of the children, William 
Sabourin, 6 years old, and Ronald 
Sabourin, 3, are Mrs. Sabourin’s 
grandchildren. The other two, 
Carol, 6, and Jerry, 4, are her own 
children. 

Mrs. Sabourin said that Carol 
came to the head of the stairway 
about 9 a.m. and screamed, 
* a, I'm choking. The room is 
full smoke.” All four children 
were in an upstairs room where 
they had been sleeping. 

She said that John, who was 
sleeping downstairs, w2s awakened 
and dashed up the stairs as 
flames burst from under the 
stairway. The stairway was al- 
most inclosed in fire as he went 
up the steps, she related. 

John, 20 years old, said he 
pulled the three other children 


out of bed and told them to line’ 


up with Carol because he was go- 
ing to drop them out the window. 
He yelled to his mother to get 
outside and catch them. 

Mrs. Sabourin was under the 
window when her son leaned out 
to drop the first child. “I was 
so scared, but I knew I had to 
catch them,” she said. She caught 
each one of the children without 
dropping any one of them, She 
and her son agreed that the chil- 
dren, none of whom was injured, 
were calm throughout the ordeal. 

A neighbor, Mrs. F. W. Capps, 
4361 Beck avenue, said, It's God's 
blessing that John was at home. 
Mrs. Sabourin had been sick. 
Those children were trapped.” 

After he had dropped the chil- 
dren to safety, John, elad only in 
underwear shorts, leaped to the 
ground as flames spread through 
the second story. He was not in- 
jured. The second floor is about 
15 feet from the ground. 

The interior pf the house was 
damaged and all contents, 
except a few clothes, were de- 
stroyed. All the children’s Christ- 
mas toys were lost in the fire.

Keeping an Emperor From a Funeral 

The anti-democratic influence of Japan's Kug- 
Ge, or court nobles, manifested itself once more 
fn connection with the death of Prince Chichi- 
bu, closest brother of Emperor Hirohito. This 
time, however, the men who would like to tear 
up Japan’s postwar constitution seem to have 
over-reached themselves. 

They were strong enough to keep the Emper- 
or from visiting his brother 's sickbed and, from 
attending his funeral. This they did in the name 
of the old imperial tradition which allows a 
Japanse emperor to attend only the funerals of 
his mother and grandmother. These members of 
the Imperial Household Office did not desire 
particularly to suppress brotherly affection, 
What they want is a restoration of the old tra- 
dition of imperial divinity and imperial abso- 
lutism. a 

This is their road to power since, with the 
exception of the Emperor Meiji, they have been 
able to make all the modern rulers of Japan 
virtual palace prisoners. But their latest move 
in that direction drew strong protests. Japan's 
third largest newspaper, Yomiuri, said: 

Gen. MacArthur put through some foolish 
reforms in Japan, but some of them were 
really fine things. Above all, stripping the 
Emperor of his divine status was a real 
historical masterpiece. The Emperor was 
made human and closer to the people. But 
many Japanese are now trying to kick 
overboard everything forced on them during 
the occupation; The most conspicuous is an 
attempt to make the Emperor a demi-god 
again. : * 

A number dt. ather newspapers, including 
Asahi and Shimbun, also spoke out on the latest 
exercise of authority by the household nobiles 
over Hirohito. Since not all of the Japanese press 
and business community by any means is turning 
the clock back, these protests are most encour- 
aging. They show that Japan’s new democracy 
is more than a transitory form of government 
imposed by outsiders. They show that to a con- 
siderable extent Japanese democracy has J dpa- 
nese roots; and so it may be expected to grow 
with experience and to serve as an indigenous 
example for awakening Asia.

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Mr. Shepley’s Sound Philosophy 

If future meetings of the 19 freeholders plan- 
ning the metropolitan sewer district are charac- 
terized by the same broad outlook displayed at 
their organizational meeting, the board is bound 
to succeed.

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‘Blue-Sky Economics 

One useful service which the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration could perform is to restore the 
President’s semi-annual Economic Reports to 
their original function. President Truman has 
tended to make them a glowing prospectus for 
the various policies he wishes to advocate. His 
last Economic Report, just issued, reaches just 
about the blue-sky limit of colored prose as he 
reviews the progress of the last 25 years and 
sketches a rosy future of super-abundance. 

Economic facts and figures make dull reading, 
but we wonder if an Economie Report ought not 
to stick pretty closely to them nevertheless. Un- 
der the chairmanship of Leon Keyserling, the 
Council of Economic Advisers has become just 
another staff agency of the White House, oper- 
ating within the framework of Administration 
policy and dedicated to helping get that policy 
adopted. We believe it ought to be an agency 
which presents facts, analyses and expert advice, 
but leaves policy-making to others.

About the same time, a $3896 shortage was 
discovered in Highway Department incidental 
funds..The department revised its methods and 
this was supposed to rectify matters. But only 
a few days ago the State Auditor reported an- 
other $3332 shortage in the same fund. 

These shortages do not involve huge sums, but 
that is not the point. The point is that the State 
actually does not know how the money vanished, 
or why. And while it is bad enough. to let public 
money disappear, it is worse to let things slide 
without action to prevent such occurrences.

For Depleted Individuals 
Somebody is always stealing our best ideas. 
For some time now—usually on or about the 
15th of March—we have been privately advanc- 
ing the idea that there ought to be, for tax pur- 
poses, a depletion allowance for individuals as 
there is for oil wells and mines. A California 


_ lawyer has now publicly broached the same pro- 


posal, and it may be only a coincideriGe that 
March 15 is in sight. 

The depletion allowance. as we understand it, 
permits the owner of an oil well to take recogni- 
tion, in his tax payments, of the fact that the 
well won't last forever. He is permitted to de- 
duct a,certain portion of his tax liability while 
the well is going good, on account of the time 
will come when it won't be going so good, and 
maybe not at all. AS , 

Could you ask for a closer parallel to the hu- 
man being? Certainly there are times when we 
would claim with a strong sense of justice that 
we were entitled to a 100 per cent depletion al- 
lowance in view of the fact that we felt at that 
moment 100 per cent depleted. If this standard 
is too subjective for tax purposes, still we would 
argue without fear of successful contradiction 
that depletion, obsolescence, depreciation, wear 
and tear, or whatever you call it, is written all 
over the life cycle of the taxpaying adult. And 
the harsh fact is that the tax collecting authori- 
ties pay no attention to it. ö 

We don't expect the California lawyer to get 
anywhere with his idea. But it was a good try. 
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What's 62? 

The Civil Service Commission has abolished 
its age limit of 62 years for taking merit exam- 
inations, Thus the Government is trying to en- 
courage more older persons to take federal jobs. 
This policy should be good for the older folk 
and good for the Government. 

For some years now scientists have shown in- 
creasing concern with thé problems of our sen- 
ior citizens. Right now there are some 11,500,000 
men and women over the usual retirement age 
of 65. This ig 8 per cent of the population. In 25 
years, because of the increasing life span, this 
group will represent 11 per cent. 

Psychiatrists ‘have found that these people 
have a tendency to feel unwanted.“ The reasons 
are plain enough. The youthful nation became a 
youth-worshiping nation. Advertising emphasizés 
youth and newness—“look younger,” etc. Busi- 
ness firms used to consider that an employe was 
not a “comer” or a “prospect” after he was 35. 

These attitudes work an injustice on older 
people. For many of them do not want to re- 
tire, are not able to retire, and live more hap- 
pily, studies show, if they can continue to do 
useful work. They da not want to be a special 
part of the population which the rest of the 


population has to support. 


Beyond that, age brings experience . which 
nothing but the years can produce. This experi- 
ence is valuable—a fact which Has been recog- 
nized and brought to poetic expression in other 
places and times. Such experience should be put 
to use, not just put on a pension. ä 

The waste of senior citizens is especially evi- 
dent when the nation needs manpower. But 
America’s desire for youthfulness would work to 
greater advantage if it included the sound recog- 
nition that Americans are younger longer than 
they used to be.

Grants totaling between $350,- 
000 and $400,000 have been made 
by the Ford Foundation and

area, it was learned yesterday. 
The formality of applying for a 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion permit to use the Channel 9 
allocation already reserved for St. 
Louis will be accomplished with- 
in the next few days,” Chancellor 
Arthur H. Compton of Washing- 
ton University announced. 
Compton is chairman of the St. 
Louis Educational Television 
Commission, which will direct 
operation of the new non-commer- 
cial station. Raymond H. Witteoff, 
said the station 


in the gym-

learned. Negotiations are under 
way with St. Louis University to 
use that's school’s 575-foot radio 
tower as the station's transmitter. 

When 4 permanent building is 
erected to house studio, produc- 
tion and broadcasting facilities of 
the station, it will be named the 
Julius A. Baer Memorial Building, 
in honor of Baer's father, in 
whose memory Baer’s portion of 
the grants is being made.

Washington University will re- 
tain ownership of the studio 
building, but will lease it to the 
commission for 20 years at $1 a 
and the university will 
exercise no control over station 
operations, Compton said. 

Charles Guggenheim, televi- 
sion consultant to Washington 
University, has been named act- 
ing director of the new station, 
it was learned. Guggenheim, 
graduate of the University of 
Iowa, has been active in radio 
and television work since 1948. 

Announcing his grant, Baer 
said: “It is altogether fitting that 
my participation should be a me- 
morial to my father, for he was 
always forward-looking and if he 
had lived to know television, he 
would have been one of the first 
to sense its tremendous potenti- 
alities.” 

The elder Baer, a philanthro- 
pist and one of the founders of 
Stix, Baer & Fuller, died in 1941. 

Eventual value of the station’s 
facilities is expected to be about 
$450,000, Compton said. Operat- 
ing costs will be met in part by 
contributions from St. Louis area 
school systems. The St. Louis 
Board of Education has pledged 
$75,000. annually toward operat- 
ing costs, and county school dis- 
tricts have promised an addition- 
al $60,000 annually.

On Public Health

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


LTHOUGH the reported incl- 

dence of influenze and pneu- 

monia in St. Louis does not 
show an unusual increase at the 
present time, there are indica- 
tions that a great many people 
are suffering from upper respira- 
tory infections. 

The “common cold” is the most 
prevalent of all acute infections. 
The average person has two colds 
a year, but many individuals are 
immune. have four or 
five attacks a year.

. COLDS ARE CAUSED by tiny 
germs called viruses, which are 
rapidly spread from person to 
usually through coughing, 
sneezing, or just talking. 

Colds by — ty seldom 
cause serious conditions but they 
do result in more misery and time 
lost from school and work than 
all other sicknesses combined. 
The serious consequences of a 
cold are due to secondary infec- 
tions, such as pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, and sinus and ear involve- 
ment, among others. 

True influenza is one of the 
respiratory diseases caused by any 
one of several different strains 
of influenza virus—the most com- 
mon types are known as Virus A 
and Virus B. The symptoms of 
influenza are fever, headache, and 
prostration. Influenza has a short 
incubation period—24 to 72 hours 
—and spreads easily and rapidly, 
especially in heavily populated 
areas. 

Vaccination against influeza has 
been practiced with varying de- 
grees of success. Successful vac- 
cination against influenza depends 
upon the use of/a vaccine contain- 
ing the specific virus or viruses 
which are causing the epidemic. 
To be effective this vaccine must 
be given two to three weeks in 
advance of the anticipated out- 
break. Once epidemic influenza 
has appeared in a community it 
is useless to resort to vaccination 
of the population. 

The chief difficulty in prepar- 
ing an effective influenza vaccine 
is that there are a variety of in- 
fluenza virus strains which do not 
protect against one another, and 
thus a mixed vaccine which in- 
cludes only two or three strains 
does not give adequate protec- 
tion against other and different 
strains of os *

THE COMMON COLD, mild 
influenza, or other acute infec- 
tions of the upper respiratory 
tract seldom prove fatal, but these 
conditions are often the fore- 
runner of pneumonia, a serious 
infectious disease of the , lungs 
which does result fatally in many 
cases. 

At the first sign of a cold, with 
fever and aching, go to bed and 
call the family physician. Follow 
his instructions implicitly.

My Day 
By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 


RECEIVED a rather pathetic 

letter the other day from a 

shut-in, that is to say a handi- 
capped person who has to rely 
on other people to be taken 
about. She feels that most of 
us who do not have physical 
handicaps are lacking in under- 
standing of the many ways in 
which we could be helpful. That 
stirred my thoughts and perhaps 
it will stir you to do things you 
might not think of otherwise. 

She writes: “Specifically, I am 
referring to the fact that no facil- 
ities have been set up for us to 
register or to vote and thus ex- 
press our opinion of this democ- 
racy. We who are afflicted, tied 
with chains of 1 circum- 
stances to Wheel chairs and 
stretcher beds are constantly bat- 
tling with the people in the outer 
world to be recognized as human 
beings. . .. The only way we 
ever get a chance to express our- 
selves is if we are fortunate 
enough to have someone of our 
own, or a friend, to wheel us to 
the polling place. I feel that the 
Government should provide for 
us as well as for other citizens.” 

This woman lives in a home for 
the chronically ill. Her letter has 
made me think of how many things 
must happen in a day when. we, 
if we are unable to take part our- 
selves, would want to feel in- 
cluded instead of being barred 
from the general stream of life. 
Registering and voting, it seems 
to me, could be made possible for 
handicapped people by some form 
of home application blank and 
medical affidavit.

If we can keep up the high 
level of giving that the people of 
the nation have attained in the 
last few years so that our re- 
search may continue, we may 
soon reach the point where we 
may be able to.say that within 
the next few years we will have 
discovered the cure for and set 
up means to prevent infantile 
paralysis, In the meantime, the 
need for the care of those who 
are stricken will be as great as 
ever, and the foundation must 
help by: continuing its research 
without a letdown. Only in that 
way will we win this fight in a
